REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD. 


To the Citizens of Greenville: 


We herewith set forth the more important facts regarding our 
schools for the past year. 

The schools have been in session thirty-six weeks and there 
have been no unfavorable incidents to interfere with the efficiency 
of the school work. 

Two changes in the teaching force have occurred during the 
year. At the end of the spring term Miss Alfreda Emerson, 
teacher of the Grammar school resigned. Miss Mayola Furber, 
a teacher of several years’ successful experience, was elected to fill 
the vacancy. At the opening of the fall term the two primary 
rooms were consolidated, but with the unexpected influx of chil- 
dren it was necessary to secure an assistant for Miss Batchelder, 
and Miss Martha Whitney was elected to that position. 

Excellent work has been done in drawing under the supervi- 
sion of Mrs. Fannie A. Wheeler, who follows the course laid out 
by Henry Turner Bailey. Three children have received badges 
from Mr. Bailey for good work and others have had honorable 
mention. | 

The Harmonic music readers have been placed in the schools 
and good results have been obtained in music under the direction 
of Miss Stevenson. 

Calisthenics have been introduced in the schools and a few 
minutes each afternoon have been devoted to them with satis- 
factory results. 

We believe the experiment of having one session in the after- 
noon has been beneficial to all concerned. 

The punching-bag and exercisers placed in the basement have 
been appreciated by the pupils in inclement weather, and doubtless 
prevented many unpleasant disturbances.

A bulletin board has been placed in the lower corridor, 
on which visitors may find items of interest in regard to school 
work and thereby become conversant with the doings of the school. 

Graduating exercises were held in the Grammar school June
